The present function of tbe specia, mouta, N, H, 


park commission, composed of niue 
aldermen and twelve private citizens, 
all appointed by tbe mayor, embraces 
tlic establishment, improvement and 
maintenance of about slsty email 
parks, squares and triangles, comfort 
stations, wading pools, fifteen play- 
grounds, two bathing beaches and tbe 
office of tbe city forester, who has 
sole churge of the care, maintenance, 
planting and trimming of trees in the 
streets or parkways of Chicago, in- 
cluding the removal of dead and un- 
sightly trees and the general beauti- 
fying of the streets. 


Tile varied ownership of these mu- 


nicipal playground situs and tho com- 
mission's method of acquiring play- Offlce. 
grounds siik'jrest several ways in which 
other municipalities can Initiate or ei- 
:end 
their playground system. 


The first method adopted' by the com- 


mission nearly ten years ago was to 
ascertain tbe pieces of property owned 
by the city and either unused or else 
available for playground purposes and 
arrange with the administration for 
such use liy discontinuing some other 
municipal use to which tbe laud was 
being put. Tbe 'latter arrangement 
was made by moving the department 
which happened to be using tbe land 
or by removing certain unsightly and 
unpro0table residence buildings which 
tlie city happened to come into posses- 
sion of. This method formed the nu- 
cleus of Chicago's present municipal 
system. 


The second method— that of obtain- 


ing the lease of land suitable for play- 
ground purposes — has been fouud to 
be economical and comparatively easy 
to put In operation. 
In most cases 


where the city obtained a lease of 
playground sites the commission was 
assisted by aldermen of the wards in 
which the sites were located. 
They 


found the owner who was disposed to 
make a lease of his property on condi- 
tion that he would be relieved from 
payment of tales or special assess- 
ments during tbe term of the lease, 
and the proposition was submitted to 
the council for ratiflcatlon. This ar- 
rangement is advantageous to the prop- 
erty owner from a monetary point of 
riew and affords the city an oppor-
